The bill recites
in‘the preamble that—

Five hundred and ten thousand
dollars have recently been covered
back into the United States Treas-
ury from the appropriations for the
pay of bounties of colored soldiérs,
which remained uonelaimed after
seven years owing to the impossi-
bility of dizcovering the claimants,
and asserts that under the eircum-
stances the colored people should
have the benefit of said inoney for
their educational improvement and
elevation. The bill, therefore, di-
rects the Secretary of the 'ressury
to invest 10,600 in Unite-f States
registered 4 per cent. bonds, to be
apportioned- in equal paris to the
following institutions for the edaca-
tion of colored people: “The How-
ard University, Washington, D. O;
the Huaumipton, Va., Normal and
Agricultural Institute; the Atlanta,
Ga., University, the Fisk Univer
sity, of Nashville, and the Straight
University, of New Orleans. The
Trustees of these institutions are to
be entitled to use the interest or
honds in such a manner as in their
